ONE OF ACCUSED OIL 
PROMOTERS JAILED 


By the Associated Press. 
FORT WORTH. Texas, April 5 — 
Bernard M. Hatfield, sole trustee of 
the Texas-Mexia Drilling Syndicate 
early this morning was the only one 
of the 24 oil operators and promoters 
recently arrested on federal warrants 
charging use of the mails for fraud­ 
ulent advertising, who had not made 
bond for his release. He is confined 
in the county jail, unable to make 
bond of $5,000. 
Four additional oil men were re­ 
leased on bond 
Wednesday, 
after 
their volunteer surrender to federal 
officers. 
The government Is now 
nearing 
the home stretch of investigation and 
trial of the alleged oil swindlers. 
There were 26 warrants issued and 
all but two of the men have been 
placed under arrest. The total bonds 
of the 23 men

released, 
amounts to a total of $330,000.

With the development of 
Ameri­ 
can courses in domestic science, the 
use of herbs 
for flavoring 
soups, 
meats, and stews, 
as well 
as for 
sauces and dressings, has 
become 
more general. Often it is difficult to 
get the herbs at the grocery, or if 
they are procurable, they are old and 
fglavorless. 
So every garden should have its 
herbs. 
One row on the edge of the 
garden would be sufficient, as only a 
few plants of each is required to 
give a supply, and they are all read­ 
ily raised. The most useful are sage, 


marjoram, basil and thyme, All may 
be raised from seed. 
A few plants of spearmint for mint 
sauce, 
summer 
savory, 
dill 
for 
pickles, caraway for rye bread an I 
cookies, parsley for flavor and decor­ 
ation will give a fairly complete herb 
garden. 
Tarragon plants of • which should 
be purchased, is used 
to steep in 
vinegar for use in salad 
dressings 
and in some dishes where its pun­ 
gent flavor is desirable. It should be 
borne in mind, however, that tarra­ 
gon grown in America has a stronger 
and more pungent flavor than that 
abroad, and will give a ranker vine­ 
gar than the imported varieties, so 
it should be used sparingly. 
All herbs delight in a rich, mellow 
soil, and none need to be started be­ 
fore the ground can be worked. 
In 
most of them the dried foliage is 
used for flavoring. 
They should be 
cut on a dry day just before they 
come into 
full 
blossom, 
tied 
in 
bunches or laid out on papers to dry 
quickly. They may be hung up in a 
convenient place, but the flavor is 
best preserved by rubbing them fine 
when dry and sealing then in par- 
fectly dry cans. 
Empty baking pow­ 
der boxes are excellent receptacles. 
Half a dozen sage plants will be the 
largest quantity required of any one 
of these plants. Several pickings of 
the leaves may be made or the entire 
plant cut just before blooming time.

NEW METHOD FOK 
REVIVING THE DEAD 


By the Aaeoctated Pre»*. 


CHICAGO, April 5—A new method 
of resucitation by the injection 
of 
uuid from the adrenal glands direct­ 
ly into the he^rt, credited with re­ 
viving persons who had been pro­ 
nounced dead, was explained in re­ 
ports read last night by Dr. Dennis 
W. Crile of Chicago, and Dr. G. W. 
Crile of Cleveland, Ohio, his uncle, 
to a joint meeting of the Chicago 
medical society and the Chicago so­ 
ciety of anaesthetics. 
Dr. Crile 
of 
Cleveland, was reported to have ori­ 
ginated the method. 
The physicians read reports 
of 
cases, explaining the revival of per­ 
sons they said had been dead as long 
as thirty minutes. 
In some cases, 
the physicians said, patients who had 
been pronounced dead, were revived, 
died again and were revived again 
at intervals and ultimately recovered 
completely. 
As described by Dr. Crile the m eth­ 
od calls for the injection of large 
quantities of adrenal into the heart 
by use 
of a 
hypodermic 
needle. 
Sometimes Dr. Crile said, resucita- 
lion was assisted by manipulation of 
the heart in the hands and respira­ 
tion aided by mechanidacl reproduc­ 
tion of breathing processes. 
‘‘Life can be, 
restored 
by 
this 
method provided the cause of d e a th ! 
,^an be removed quickly,” Dr. Crile 
said. 
“W ith prompt 
and 
fearless 
treatm ent the patient may be made 
to live again. 
“So far I have used the treatm ent 
only in cases of persons who were 
pronounced dead, not only by me but 
by other surgeons. 
H ereafter I pro­ 
pose to employ it on persons who are 
dying.” 
Secretion of the adrenal 
glands, 
according 
to 
medical 
authorities, 
controls the emotions of courage and 
fear.

And a druggist who carries pack­ 
aged chocolates stated that he stock­ 
ed only the nationally known makes, 
with the exception of one make well 
known locally, because all he had to 
do was hand out what the customer 
asked for and take the money. 


• 
Ten years ago—yes, even five— 
the manufacturer’s salesman who 
went around to the trade and talked 
about his firm’s national advertising 
was likely to be met with the state­ 
ment that it would be a lot better if 
his concem took the money it was 
putting into advertising and used it 
to enlarge discounts to the trade. 


Today, the fact that he is a real 
national advertiser is a tremendous 
asset with the trade to any manu­ 
facturer, and his salesman’s port­ 
folio of advertising is as important 
as—very frequently more important 
than—his sample case.

Middle Atlantic States Have Largeet 
Income, With Nevada at the End 
of the List. 


What is the richest part of the Coit* 
sd States—the richest, that is, in the 
sense of having the largest income? 
Probably most people would have no 
difficulty in answering this question. 
That the Middle Atlantic states have 
the largest 
amount of liquid cash 
would naturally be expected from their 
great population and industrial devel­ 
opment. And from this standpoint the 
Middle Atlantic states are the most 
prosperous, and, as would be expected, 
New York, with an income of more 
than $0,000,000,000, leads all the rest, 
whereas 
Nevada, 
with 
$05,000,000, 
brings up at the tail of the procession. 
The figures have recently been com­ 
piled by Dr. Wesley C* Mitehell and 
published by the National Bureau of 
Economic Research. 
Yet there is another way in which 
to gauge prosperity and perhaps, upon 
the whole, It is a more satisfactory 
test. 
That is the per capita distribu­ 
tion. 
Is that section the richest which 
has the largest aggregate Income or 
that in which the individual Income is 
the largest? 
Probably most philoso­ 
phers would incline to the latter view. 
And In this regard the Faelflc states 
liave a slight advantage over the Mid­ 
dle Atlantic—$700 as compared with 
$075. 
Yet New York state, with an 
average income per person of $874, is 
still at the head of the list. 
This study also discloses the earn­ 
ings of farmers, which, In some parts 
of the country, are high—as Incomes 
go. 
In 1910 farmers in the Pacific 
states averaged $2,800 a year and In 
the West North Central states. $2,300. 
The 
few 
remaining 
agriculturists 
who are attempting to scratch a living 
from the discouraging hills of New 
England are obliged to content them­ 
selves with $1,100, while Alabama and 
Mississippi yield their farmers less 
than $900 a year.—World’s Work.

compared with earnings of $17,727,- 
000 for the same roads during Febru­ 
ary, 1922, and represent an annual 
return of 3.73 per cent on the esti­ 
mated value of property investment 
in the roads. 
In January of the present year the 
class one railroads had earnings of 
IGO,874,OOO, which was equivalent to 
an annual return rate of 5.56 per cent.

on tile 11 large vessels in this service. 
Arrangements are also under way to 
make federal inspections of produce 
consumed in army and navy hospitals 
In New* York. £Thc inspection service 
of the Department of Agriculture has 
made tremendous growth since its in­ 
auguration in 1917, when inspection 
offices were opened at New York,
